DAYBOOK — 


There are 25,000 children in 
Illinois who are mentally re- 
tarded and who could be 
trained and educated to be 
more useful citizens. 


But a great many of them remain 


In their own homes, their minds in 
semi-darkness, their bodies cared 
for by loving though sorrowed 
mothers who fear to risk their 
child's entry into our already over- 
crowded state mental institutions. 
* * * 


That's the picture x behind the 


brave effort of more than 100 mem- 
bers of the North Central Illinois 
Association. For Retarded Children 
to build a school near Dixon. Not 
all members are parents of re- 
tarded children. They belong be- 
emits* they approve of this growing 
humanitarian movement. 


It has been conservatively esti- 


mated that more than 100 chil- 
dren In the Dixon area rightfully 
belong in the category of a "re- 
tarded child." Some of them go 
to public schools, where they are 
allowed to slide through the first 
eight grades, then into a society 
which has little to offer them. 
Our public, school system has yet 


to fully embrace this problem. At 
present there are 12 "pilot" schools 
functioning In Illinois. It's the first 
public approach to * perplexing 
problem. 


The NCIARC school in Dixon is 


privately operated. Two full-time 
instructors conduct classes In tern 
porary quarters. Parents pay the 
costs. 


A letter from a Dixon area re- 


sident tells the story: "Am writ- 
ing concerning our little boy who 
is a retarded child. I did start 
him to school but the teacher 
does not have extra time to 
spend with him along with her 
other duties. So she gave me your 
name and address and sent me a 
clipping from the newspaper. 
Could you write me about your 
school?" 
There have been many other In- 


quiries, some from mothers who 
have seen hope for their retarded 
sons and daughters now discreetly 
kept away from the public eye. 
* * * 


What is a retarded child? He 


may be a child normal at birth, 
later to be afflicted 'with a high 
fever or one of seventy other ail- 
ments known to cause retardation 
of his brain development. The 
child may not become eligible 
for the public schools but he Is 
"tralnable." He Is definitely not 
a. problem or delinquent child. 
* * * 


• Briefly that is a portion of the 
story behind the campaign for the 
retarded children's school here. 
May the campaign meet with de- 
served success. May it bring hope 
and courage to many parents.

The North Central Illinois Association for the Aid of Retarded Chil- 


dren, Inc., today launched a campaign in a seven-county area designed 
to acquire sufficient funds and materials to erect school classrooms on 
a plot of ground located near Camp Reynoldswood, west of Dixon. 


Plans for the building (see ac 


companying sketch) have been ap- 
proved by the NCIARC board of 
directors. It is designed to accom- 
modate "trainable" retarded chil- 
dren of families located in Lee, 
Ogle, Whiteside, Carroll, Bureau, 
Winnebago and Stephenson coun- 
ties. 


Appeal for Help 


Mrs. Carroll Boston, 718 E. Mor- 


gan st., Dixon, president of the 
NCIARC, said today that her group 
is appealing to businessmen, 
unions, service organisations, 
lodges, church groups, women's or- 
ganizations, etc., for donations of 
time, material and money to speed 
the construction work.

The NCIARC president explained 


that she has received other offers 
of aid from service groups who 
are interested in this humanitarian 
cause. She reminded prospective 
donors that contributions are de- 
ductible from income taxes. She 
has received a ruling to that effect 
from the U. S. Treasury depart- 
ment. 


Actually, the NCIARC already 


operates a school in Dixon with 
two full-time, qualified instructors. 
Presently the school is situated in 
the Dixon armory but will be re- 
quired to move shortly when the 
national guard unit here is reacti- 
vated. A widespread search for 
suitable building has been futile. 


The campaign launched today

delivery.

5-Year-Old 
Heckman 
Boy Falls 


Tumbles Into Home 
Excavation While 
At Play Saturday 
Death by accident was the 


verdict of a Lee county coro- 
ner's jury Sunday in the fatal 
plunge Saturday of a 5-year- 
old Dixon boy into a base- 
ment excavation 
near his 


home. 


According to Coroner Robert 


Preston, the youth died as the re 
suit of a brain hemorrhage. 


Thomas Heckman, son of Mr. 


and Mrs. Frank Heckman, 1223 
Third st, fell about eight feet onto 
a concrete reenforcing rod stick 
ing up from a concrete footing. 


The rod entered the right tern 


poral region of his head, punctur- 
ing the brain. He died in KSB hos- 
pital at 9 p. m. Saturday. 


Coroner Preston said the acci- 


dent occurred at about 12:45 p. m. 
Saturday as Heckman was playing 
with several other youngsters near 
the excavation In the 1200 block on 
Second street. 


The boy and two companions. 


Gary Steder, 8, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Walter J. Steder, 1210 Third 
St., and David Schmidt, 11, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Dan Schmidt, 1503 
Third st., were wrestling near the 
site. 


Lose Balance 


Schmidt, who also fell into the 


basement with Thomas, said they 
both lost their balance in the tus- 
sle and went over the side. 


Thomas landed on the rod, one 


of several along the edge of the 
excavation floor. 
Schmidt, unin- 


jured, escaped a similar fate by 
inches. 
». 


Schmidt said he got up immedi- 


ately. Seeing that his companion 
didn't move, he kneeled to help 
him. 
In the process he lifted the 


boy's head from the rod. 


He had other companions play- 


ing at the scene summon the lad's 
father. 


Frank Heckman arrived and car- 


ried his son to their home. Unable 
to get his car started, Clarence 
Heller, 1219 Third st., was called 
to assist. He drove the youth to 
KSB hospital. 


The boy remained unconscious. 
At first, the youngsters Claying 


at the excavation, one of two form- 
ing the basement of homes being 
constructed by the Lindquist Con- 
struction Co., Dixon, thought the 
injuries were minor. 


Both Testify 


Steder and Schmidt testified at 


the inquest. Schmidt was able to 
relate most of the story. Coroner 
Preston said, while Steder was 
able to add a few details. 


Neighbors in the area said they 


had warned the youths on several 
occasions to stay away from the 
openings, but that they continued 
to play near them. 


Heckman was born in Dixon on 


Feb. 4, 1949. He is survived by 
his parents, a sister. Gale Marie:

Bergonz was brought into court 


on an information prepared by 
State's Atty. James Bales, Lee 
county. 


Bales told the court he had re- 


ceived several reports that Ber- 
gonz had been, selling beer to mi- 
nors ranging in age from 15 to 18 
years. 


He recommended that the defen- 


dant be fined the maximum under 
law for the first offense. The fine 
ranges from $50 to $500. 


The state's attorney said today 


he will write to the Nelson Village 
board informing them of Bergonz s 
activities, recommending that his 
liquor license be revoked. 


Apparently another law had been 


broken by Bergonz, which 
the 


state's attorney plans to call to the 
attention of the village board of 
trustees. 


Bergonz, in admitting he sold 


beer to Howe on Feb. 14, also ad- 
mitted he sold beer on Sunday.

Pinball Thinking Machine' 
Unveiled by Eastern Prof 


SOUTH HADLEY. Mass. UH—A Mount Holyoke college philosophy 


professor today displayed his "thinking machine." which he says "is 
to logic what an adding machine is to arithmetic. 


Prof. Roger W. Holmes built the 


machine for about $120 "plus la- 
bor." 


He says it can solve practically 


any problem in a book on funda- 
mental symbolic logic. 


The machine, about the size of 


an old-fashioned table model radio, 
has a complex system of electrical 
relays which flashes lights on a 
control board. 


If a proposition la valid a green 


light will flash. If it it invalid, a 
red light shows. 


The professor sets up the ques- 


tions with a series of symbols. He 
my* the machine can't perform 


any function which a human oper- 
ator couldn't do for himself with 
pencil and paper. But he claims it 
can tackle complex processes of 
reasoning with greater speed and 
accuracy. 


He says the device can teat the 


validity of the basic laws of logic. 
It also can explore the field for 
new principles, be nays, and it can 
teat whatever specific arguments 
are given It for examination. 


He believes a larger model would 


be of great valu* in military or in- 
dustrial 
lection.

Ike Reports 
S7 Billion 
Sent Abroad 


About Half Sent 
During 1953 to 
Aid Free Nations 
WASHINGTON UP)—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower 
told con- 


gress today that in a little 
more than four years the 
United States has given $7,- 
700,000,000 worth of guns, 
ammunition and other mili- 
tary equipment to strengthen 
free nations against the 
threats of Soviet power. 


The weapons supplied, he said, 


included 30,792 tanks and combat 
vehicles, 5.340 aircraft, 601 naval 
vessels and 2 million small arms 
and machuieguns. 


The figures he disclosed in the 


report on the mutual security pro- 
gram covered the period from the 
beginning of military assistance in 
October, 1949, through last Decem- 
ber. He said almost 50 per cent Of 
the total was shipped during 1953. 


Regain Health 


The report pictured many na- 


tions as regaining economic health 
and depending less on American 
assistance. 


But the President asserted ,that 


"as long as the harsh threat to 
world peace exists our country will 
continue to shoulder the heavy ob- 
ligations of world leadership." 


He said that military assistance 


and e c o n o m i c aid programs, 
though constantly revised "cannot 
be drastically cut without undoing 
much of the rewarding success 
which has been so painstakingly 
and laboriously achieved." 


The President said that in 1949 


the United States financed about 
35 per cent of its total exports of 
non-military goods and services by 
grants and loans, but in 1953, only 
about 15 per cent was financed by 
such aid. 


Aid Indochina 


With respect to Indochina, the 


President said that the rate of U.S. 
military shipments in 1953 was 50 
per cent higher than in 1952, and 
he recalled that the United States 
had made available 385 million 
dollars for Indochina aid in addi- 
tion to 400 milloin previously ap- 
propriated by congress for the 
present fiscal year. 


The President said that the North 


Atlantic Treaty allies had them- 
selves spent more than 114 billion 
dollars on defense activities last 
year and have planned a "moder- 
ate increase" in military expendi- 
tures during 1954. 


The report said that NATO's ac- 


tive divisions had more than tripled 
the 14 combat-ready divisions. It 
said that plane strength of the 
North Atlantic allies had increased 
more than 2^i times over the 1.800 
planes of January. 1951 —a present 
total of about 4 500—and that mod- 
ern jets had replaced old-type pis- 
ton driven craft.

McCarthy-Stevens Affair Is 


Handled Well by Ike 


From the moment he took office, President Eisenhower 


has sought earnestly to surround the presidency with the 
dignity he believes befits it. He has declined to indulge in 
petty argument, or to descend into personalities. That atti- 
tude marked his recent statement on the McCarthy-Stevens 
affair.The president made no attempt to defend the arrays 
handling of the Peress case, any more than Army Secretary 
Stevens had done before him. 


What he did try to do, basically, was to appeal to the 


sence of fair play of the American people, and, through them, 
to the congress. Here is how he said it:

"The conscience of America will clearly discern when 


we are exercising proper vigilance (against communism) 
without being unfair. That conscience is reflected in the 
body of the United States congress. We can be certain that 
its members will respond to America's convictions and beliefs 
in this regard." 


Mr. Eisenhower was clearly making it known here that 


he considers congress capable of policing itself, without ad- 
monitory edicts from him. He also stressed that he has full 
recognition of the right of congress to investigate and in- 
quire into all phases of American life. He gave assurance 
that employes and officials of the executive branch would 
cooperate fully and reasonably in such inquiries. 
* 
• • * 


At the same time, the president re-asserted the right of 


the executive agencies to function without unwarranted har- 
rassment. He took complete responsibility for the acts of his 
administration, at all levels. He indicated willingness to an- 
swer for them. 


And he made it evident he would defend his subordinates 


against "any kind of personal humiliation" that might be in- 
flicted by a congressional committee. 


Specifically, he bespoke the loyalty of the armed forces, 


mentioning in particular General Zwicker, whom Senator 
McCarthy called unfit to wear the uniform. 


Not all Americans agree with the temperate approach 


the president employs in such matters. Some want him to 
swing hard in one direction, some in another. Perhaps the 
1954 elections will show how the American people generally 
feel on the subject. 


Memo to Egypt: Red 'Cure' Is Poison 


A Paris report from Leon Dennen, correspondent for 


NEA, indicates the fine hand of the Communists in the re- 
cent uprisings in Egypt and Syria. 


According to this version, Red plotters played a key 


role in the temporary deposing and later the restoration to 
the presidency of Gen. Mohammed Naguib in Egypt. 


At least one of the 11-man junta which holds the real 


power is strongly in favor of a pro-Russian orientation for 
the Egyptian government. This man is said to have worked 
closely with Moscow's middle eastern mastermind, a man 
named Chikov. 


Indications are, however, that the reaction stirred by 


Naguib's dismissal convinced the Reds they were moving too 
soon. Naguib's return to "power" therefore was managed 
with the consent of the Soviet Union. Again, all this accord- 
Ing to reports reaching French Reds in Paris. 


If these things are so, any Egyptians who ha\£ a real 


understanding of the kind of fire they are playing with had 
better begin worrying. Th§ Egyptians may hate the British, 
and feel none too kindly toward any others who seem to sup- 
port the British. 


But to take Communism as an alternative would be for 


the Egyptians to cut themselves off at the shoetops to spite 
their ancient enemies.

The Doctor Says: 


Prompt Treatment of Eye 
Disease Is Very Important 


By EDWIN P JORDON. M O. 


Iritis it one of the serious eye 


diseases. It is usually associated 
with pain, watering of the eyes, 
excessive sensitivity to bright light, 
and if long continued, interference 
with vision. The pain is likely to 
be severe, and worse at night. 
Touching or pressing the eyeball 
Usually is excruciatingly painful. 


If iritis begins 
suddenly the 


symptoms are likely to be worse 
than in the chronic variety, but 
recovery 
usually 
comes 
more 


rapidly, perhaps in a few weeks. 
When proper treatment is begun 
early the iritis often clears up 
completely, but complications and 
the possibility *of chronic inflam- 
mation are likely. 


Iritis is sometimes associated 


with rheumatism, diabetes, tuber- 
culosis, syphilis, or injury. It is 
most important that the cause of 
the iritis be discovered whenever 
possible. The disease or condition 
producting the inflammation of 
the iris must be treated as well as 
the eye itself. The search for in- 
fection elsewhere in tse body must 
be carried out painstakingly and 
thoroughly. 
But 
sometimes 
no 


cause whatever can be found. 


The eye itself requires highly 


skilled treatment, including the. 
use of drugs, heat applied locally, 
rest, and protection from light. 
Sometimes a method called for- 
eign protein therapy has been 
found helpful in iritis. This con- 
sists in injecting: some protein 
substance (boiled milk is an ex- 
ample) which produces a reaction 
in the body, usually with fever.

U.S., Japan Agree to New 
Pact for Mutual Defense 
Japs to Get Grain, Guns; 
U. S. Troops May Come Home

TOKYO 
— Japan and the 


United States today signed a mu- 
tual defense pact to give the Jap- 
anese both guns and grain and 
hasten the day when American 
soldiers can withdraw from the is- 
land empire. 


The mutual defense assistance 


agreement — actually a series of 
agreements— will pour 100 million 
dollars of American aid into Jap- 
an's economy in the next three 
months and probably amount to 
much more in the long run. 


U. S. Ambassador John Allison 


said the agreement "takes us one 
step nearer the time when the 
United States can withdraw its 
forces from Japan." 


Japanese Foreign Minister Kat- 


suo Okazaki signed for his govern- 
ment.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. -4F»—On 


the heels of Adlai E. Stevenson's 
criticism of President Eisenhower 
or failing to put the brakes on 
Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis), two Dem- 
ocratic senators today agreed that 
economic issues should outweigh 
McCarthy's activities in the par- 
ty's 1954 campaign strategy. 


In a speech creating the general 
repression here he is actively in 
the field for the 1956 Democratic 
presidential nomination, Stevenson 
said Eisenhower could stop what 
the former Illinois governor called 
a campaign by McCarthy to "sow 
slander and dissension" across the 
nation. 


Agrees With Conclusion 


Although he said he agreed gen- 


erally with that conclusion, Sen. 
Magnuson (D-Wash) said he is not 
too sure of either the timing or 
the importance that 
Stevenson 


gave to McCarthy and his Com- 
munist-in-government charges. He 
wag joined by Sen. Murray (D- 
Mont). 


"Come next fall, when control of 


Congress is decided at the polls, 
I think the fiscal policies the Re- 
publicans have put into effect are 
going to be the most important 
issue," Magnuson said in an inter- 
view. 


Stevenson's charges in a speech 


here Saturday night that McCar- 


thy's investigation threatened a 
"malignant and fatal totalitarian- 
ism" and that out of two million 
federal employes "only one al- 
leged active Communist has been 
found" brought a hct reply from 
McCarthy. 


"Clever Talk" 


"It was a very clever political 


talk designed to cloud the issues," 
McCarthy said in an interview. 


"What the Republicans are try- 


,ing to do is clean up the Demo- 
cratic mess. We don't 
always 


agree on how the job should be 
done, but we all agree it must be 
done." 


McCarthy said he campaigned 


for Eisenhower in, 1952 and "I'd 
campaign for him again today." 


McCarthy said he thought what 


Stevenson was so "stirred up 
about" was the fact that Eisen- 
hower "does not object to expo- 
sure of Communists in the Army 
or elsewhere." 


Stephen A. Mitchell, Democra- 


tic national chairman told a news 
conference here Sunday that Stev- 
enson's speech was carried free 


on CBS television and NBC radio. 
In the past McCarthy has demand- 
ed and obtained equal time to 
answer former President Truman 
and other Democratic speakers 
who have attacked him.

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Rep. Bentley 
Still Critical, 
Hospital Says 


WASHINGTON W—Rep. Alvin 


M. Bentley 
(R-Mich), wounded 


when four Puerto Rican national- 
ists shot up the House of Repre- 
sentatives a week ago, continues 
to improve but remains in serious 
condition, his doctor said today. 


Bentley, 35, had a "fairly rest- 


ful nipht," Dr Joseph R. Young, 
Casualty Hospital chief of staff, 
said. 


Bentley was removed from an 


oxygen tent Sunday and began eat- 
ing soft foods for the first time 
since the shooting, the doctor said, 
previously, he had been fed in- 
travenously. 


Spells of hiccuping which began 


troubling Bentley late last week 
are recurring, the doctor said, 
piobably because of an injury to 
his diaphragm. A bullet struck 
Bentley in the right chest, pierced 
a lung and his stomach and shat- 
tered his liver before emerging on 
the right side of his abdomen.

Heir-Apparent to J. Edgar Hoover

WASHINGTON— (NBA) —The 


subject of who can—or will—suc- 
ceed FBI Director J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver holds all records as the most 
durable and intriguing source of 
speculation in this town. 


It dates back to early New Deal 


days when .political hatchet men 
were after Hoover's scalp. 


The latest spark is the retire- 


ment of Daniel M. (Mickey) Ladd 
as head of investigations, and the 
appointment of Leland V. Board- 
man as his successor. 


By choice the key men around 


Hoover in the FBI are charter 
members of an organization known 
as "Anonymity Anonymous." And 
there's no question that Boardman 
will quickly pull the soundproof 
walls of the Bureau around him, 
and quietly disappear from public 
view. 
* * * 


Today, however, because of his 


lectures around the country to 
police and other law-enforcement 
groups during recent years, he's 
one of the better-known FBI of- 
ficials outside of the Bureau. Be- 
cause of his promotion he now 
joins the ranks of possible Hoover 
successors. 


Before the advancement, Board- 


man was special agent in charge 
of the important New York office, 
a title he has also held in Milwau- 
kee, 
Cleveland, Seattle, Philadel 


phia and Kansas City. 


He is a quiet, amiable, youthful- 


looking man of 45, a graduate of 
the University of Minnesota Law 
School, married and has one child. 


President of Anonymity Anony- 


mous in the Bureau is Clyde Tol- 
son, who's a charge when Hoover 
is out of town. His title is asso* 
ciate director.• • * 


He and Hoover became friends 


when they worked together on the 
arrest of gangster Alvin Karpis 
in New Orleans in 1936. They're 
both bachelors and manage to 
conduct some of the Bureau's busi- 
ness over dinner several nights a 
week in one of Hoover's favorite 
Washington restaurants. 
Tolson is 


53. He and Hoover are both grad 
uates of George Washington Uni 
versity Law School. 


No story ever speculates on Hoo- 


ver's successor without mentioning 
the name of Lou Nicols, who is 
in charge of the Bureau's records 
and communications. He's very 
close to Hoover and if he can't 
produce from memory some fact 
or scrap of information on the FBI, 
which may be 10 years old, he'll

Before Ladd's retirement the 


trio of Tolson, Ladd and Nichols 
was considered the top echelon of 
the Bureau whose only ambition in 
life was the chance to put in a lit- 
tle more overtime for "The Boss." 
Now Boardman is one of them. 


* * * 


Ladd's statement on the day of 


his retirement is typical of the de- 
votion they all share for Hoover. 


When asked what he considered 


to be the most significant develop- 
ment in crime detection during 
the many years he hfs been in 
charge of the Bureau's investiga- 
tions, Ladd replied: 


"Why 
Mr. Hoover's leadership 


in making law-enforcement a re- 
spected profession and his develop- 
ment of scientific crime laboratory 
work, of course." 


Ladd is the first to deny it, but 


he can share with Hoover some of 
the credit for developing the Bu- 
eaur's crime lab, the finest of its 
kind m existence. He was assis- 


tant to Charles A.. Appel, Jr., 
when Appel started the lab. was 
in charge of it for three years 
over-all boss of investigations. 
* * * 


Ladd'a offic* was loaded with 


fishing gear, golf clubs and an out- 
board motor which Bureau em- 


ployes gave him th« day h« re- 
tired. He's going to take up fishing 
and loafing in earnest in Florida 
from now on. 


However, he could easily be- 


come one of the nation's more 
prosperous writers if he would 
agree to sell some of the fabulous 
stories and yarns about the FBI 
which he carries in his head. But 
on that score he says: 


"I'm not the type who writes 


books. 
The information I have 


happens to belong to the Bureau 
and that's that."
